Mayor Urges Closing of 
All Business Houses at 
Noon on Election Day 


REQUEST that all St. 
A “Bouis business houses and 

employers of labor release 
their employes at noon election 
day so that all will have oppor- 
tunity to cast their votes, Wwas 
made today in a proclamation 
by Mayor Kiel. 

The Mayor declared that tne 
number qualified to vote Was ap- 
proximately 315,000, while there 
were only 600 polling places to 
accommodate them. “For the 
entire 13 hours that the polls are 
open,’ the proclamation states, 
there must be an average of one 
vote cast in each polling place 
for every one and one-half min- 
utes of the entire time in order 
to accommodate this vast num- 
ber of voters. 

Realizing that the greater 
number of votes will be cast at 
the opening and closmg hours 
and knowing from past experi- 
ences that it has been almost 
impossible for all voters appear- 
ing between 6 and 7 p. m. to 
cast their ballots, therefore I 
call upon all business houses 
and employers of,labor to close 
at 12 o’clock noon, so that each 
registered voter may have the op- 
portunity to proceed to the polls 
and cast his vote to the end that 
we may get a true expression on 
all subjects growing out of the 
election.” | 

A State statute permits any 
voter to absent himself from his 
employment for four hours> on 
election day between the hours 
of opening and closing of the 
polls and his employer is forbid- 
den from deducting anything 
from his wage or otherwise pen- 
alizing him.

The Government's report of 
the amount of cotton ginned since the 
beginning of the crop year showed 
that more than 47 per cent of the crop 
had passed through the ginning mills 
to date. as against something more 
than 4% per cent in the same period 
last year. 

Reaction in Afternoon. 

“Considerable gains in a number of 
stocks, amounting to 1 or 2 points in 
several oil and steel shares, occurred 
during the forenoon advance. Steel 
shares in particular showed strength 
under the rather impressive leader- 
ship of United States Steel. With the 
rise in money during the later after- 
noon the advance was halted and a 
reaction occurred, which in some 
cases wiped out the entire gain of the 
earlier hours. On the decline, how- 
ever, the market grew dull, a condi- 
tion which Wall street always inter- 
prets as a sign of underlying 
strength, since it indicates caution on 
the part of the ‘bears.’ The advance 
in money rates was not unexpected. 
From the opening, 8 per cent was 
charged on renewals and fresh loans. 

“Another rapid advance in sterling 
exchange occurred, the rate touching 
$3.47%, compared with $3.45% at the 
close of business last week.

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SCOTT COUNTY AND THE ROAD BONDS. 

H. A. Long of Sikeston, Mo., writes the Post-Dis- 
patch that he is opposed to the $60,000,000 bond issue 
for roads and that Scott County “will vote almost sol- 
idly against” the project. The assigned reason, though 
not convincing, is interesting.

From the New York World. 
LIHU ROOT has now entered into a law 
partnership with the well-known Republican 
firm of Wiggle & Wobble, for the defense of the 
Harding campaign. As the attorney for a crook- 
ed client, Root is trying to make the best case he 
can, regardless of the previous acts and utter- 
ances of Elihu Root as a responsible statesman.
